Two Men Take 14 Bags 
Containing Silver and 
Currenc y—Two Per- 
sons Picked Up for 
Questioning. 


The night cashier at the Public 
Service Co. bus garage at Hodia- 
mont and Maple avenues was held 
up early today by two robbers, 
who fled with $14,292 in cash rep- 
resenting Sunday and late Satur- 
day receipts from seven bus lines. 

RoBert Montgomery, 9061 Me- 
Nulty drive, St. Louis county, the 
cashier, reported he was con- 


.fronted by a swarthy, hatless rob- 


ber armed with a. pistol, who 


blindfolded him with adhesive 
tape, ordered him into a wash- 
room and bound his hands and 
feet with wire. The first man 
was joined by a. second, who 
helped out 14 canvas bags 
containing silver and currency, 
3745 tokens and 1288 unused Sun- 
day passes. Montgomery said he 
“heard an automenie depart at 


speed. 

Montgemery, who was alone in 
the office, had stepped from the 
cashier's cage into a large adjoin- 
ing room at 3:05 a.m, to check the 
clock preparatory to synchronizing 
time with the company’s main of- 
fice at 3869 Park avenue. He was 
looking at the clock when the 
robber walked in, he reported. 

‘This Is It.’ 


“He was carrying what looked 
like a .45-caliber pistol in his 


hands and turn around’,” Mont-

took my keys from my pocket 
and marched me through the cash-

$1000, which were in plain view on 
the cashier's counter.

“We hate war just as much as 
you do. We don't want it. We are 
preparing ourselves in a manner 
to prevent it, and at the same 
time to bring us victory if we are 
forced to fight.” 

In a reference to military train- 
ing programs, Gen. Quesada said: 
“At the present time, @ great deal 
of our equipment is unhatined. be- 
cause we lack technical skills.” 
But, he said, “it is not true that 
all we have for a push-button war 
is the push button,” declaring that 
many scientific devices have been 
developed. 

In this connection, he pointed 
out that dry ice might be devel- 
oped into an important implement 
of war. In the event of war “with 
an Asiatic power,” he said, it is 
conceivable that fleets might be 
sent into areas where there were 
air masses carrying rain toward 
the United States to disperse the 
air masses with dry ice and therby 
subject this country to disastrous 
drouths.

IN NEW ENGLAND 


Rising Winds Bring New

PORTLAND; Me., Oct. 27 (AP) 
— The death toll from disastrous 
forest fires which wrought an 
$32,000,000 damage in 
New England alone mounted to 

today as weary fire ters, 
holding virtually all blazes in 
check; were warned that rising 


|} winds would increase the fury of 


the flames. 

As refugees began to trickle 
homewa in a few areas, the 
Red Cross added two to the list 
of dead in Maine, bringing the 
state’s total.to 15. Three others 
died in Massachusetts, one in 
Connecticut and three in Michi- 
gan. Nineteen injured have been 
hospitalized in Maine and the list 
of missing was trimmed from 
17 to 7. 

Flames moving 
from Union Falls, in * 
Maine’s York county on Saco 
river, were reported pe = ed to- 
day within a half mile of the 
village of Clarks Mill. 

“Under control” reports came 
from the groggy army of fire 
fighters on virtually all other fire 
zones, 

The number of persons finding 
haven in Red Cross shelters in 
Maine dropped today for the first 
time—to 2215. A few went home, 
the Red Cross said, but most of 
them joined friends and relatives, 
some out-of-state. 

30 Million Loss in Maine

The action affects submerged min- 
eral deposits worth unestimated 
riillions.

‘move was up to Congress, rather 


than the court. California said 
Congress alone has the power to 
determine who may develop nat- 
ural resources in the 65,000 square 
miles around the coast of the 
United States, 
Two Words Eliminated. 

The court’s decree eliminated 
from 4 Graft propdsed by the De- 
partment of Justicé the words “of 
proprietorship” so that the final 


order now says the United States 


is “possessed of paramount rights 
in, and full dominion and power 
over” the submerged lands. 

The department had proposed 
issuance of a declaration of “par- 
amount rights of proprietorship.” 
It asked* also that the United 
States be entitled to injunctions 
if needed, and that the court re- 
tain jurisdiction of the case be- 
cause a further, more detailed de- 
cree likely will be sought after 
a further study of the Califor- 
nia submerged area involved.

REPORT WARNS; 


International Council 
Says Crop Production 


Is Lower This Year— 
‘Unprecedented’ Ef. 
forts Urged. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP)— 
An International Emergency Food 
Council report today said the twin 
problems of food and dollar short- 
ages abroad could result in world 
“economic collapse, if not chaos.” 

The report said world food pro- 
duction this crop year will be 
slightly below last year’s output 
and appreciably below prewar. It 


said the decline is serious because 
there are 200,000,000 or 8 per cent 
more persons to feed now than 


before the war. 
Per capita food supplies for this 


crop year, which ends next June 
30 will be 2 or 3 per cent below 
last year’s level and nearly 10 per 
cent below prewar production, the 
report said. 

It emphasized, however, that the 
change from prewar levels of food 
consumption has not been uni- 
form. Supplies this crop year were 
said to vary country by country 
from as much ts 30 per cent below 
to as much as 15 per cent above, 

U. S. Consumption Highest. 
Dr. D. A. Fitzgerald, secretary- 
general of the 35-nation emergency 
council and author of the report, 
said feod consumption is highest 
in the United States and Argen- 
tina and lowest in parts of Europe 
and Asia. 

The council sérves principally as 
an agency for dividing scarce 
foods among ‘shortage areas. 

Reporting that bad weather was 
responsible for the drop in this 
year’s food production, Fitzgerald 
said, “Unprecedented efforts—na- 
tional and international—will be 
required if the mounting crisis is 
to be successfully weathered.” 

He told the council there seems 
little prospect that the world can 
work its way completely out of its 
food difficultiés, particularly its 
shortage of cereals, for some years 
to come. 

Progress can be made next year 
only if weather conditions are 
more nearly normal, Fitzgerald 
said. And he added that the out- 
look is darkened by drouth-like 
conditions in major winter-wheat 
producing areas of this country— 

onditions which are keeping 
many farmers from planting grain 
this fall. 

Distribution Cited. 

“What makes the food position 
so much worse this year than 
last, even ‘though total food pro- 
duction is only slightly below last 
year, is the geographical distribu- 
tion, particularly the distribution

DE GAULLE URGES ASSEMBLY 
DISSOLUTION, NEW ELECTION 


Parliament No Longer Represents People, 
He Says—His RPF Behind in Runoff 
Voting After Earlier Victory. 


PARIS, Oct. 27 (AP) — Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle called today for 
dissolution of France's National 
Assembly and new general elec- 
tions, and was promptly attacked 
by the Communists on charges of 
seeking to set up “a reactionary 
dictatorship.” 

The wartime leader, in a state- 
ment to the press asserted that 
results of the nation-wide munici- 
pal elections which were begun 
last Sunday and completed yester- 
day proved that the Assembly no 
longer represents the people. He 
called for new voting laws to en- 
able the Legislature to have a 
“coherent majority.” 

Still incomplete returns on vot- 
ing in cities, towns and villages 
of yesterday and last Sunday 
showed the Socialists and Radical- 
Socialists a dominant factor in 
small communities, despite in- 
roads, made by De Gaulle’s Rally 
of the French People (RPF). The 


six-month-old RPF piled up a 
larger popular vote than any other 


party in the elections a week ago, 
but failed to show as well in 
Rural voting yesterday. No party 
at present has a clear majority 
in the Assembly. 

De Gaulle’s declaration, his first 
since his 8 comeback, came 
amid an impending cabinet crisis 
and the imminent threat of strikes 
by three Communist-dominated la- 
bor groups—the railwaymen, util- 
ity workers and government em- 
ployes. As Socialist Premier Paul 
Ramadier prepared to go before 
the Assembly tomorrow and re- 
quest a vote of confidence in his 
reshuffled cabinet, members of 
the unions were summoned to 
meetings to decide whether they 
would strike for higher wages. 
a vote of confidence. 

De Gaulle in his statement 
urged a “direct majority voting 
system” so that the 
could have a “coherent majority.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 27 (UP)— 
Charles E. Wilson, president of 
General Electric Co., said last 
night that the profit-sharing plan 
of the company would be discon- 
tinued after being in effect 13 
years, | ä a 
Wilson said that the extra 
compensation” plan for execu- 
tives would not be discontinued, 
He said the employes’ profit-shar- 
ing plan was no longer an in- 
centive since all employes were 
eligible. 

Under the plan, 160,000 em- 
ployes of General Electric shared 


33,000,000 during 1947. Wilson said 


that shares would be distributed 
for the remainder of 1947, but 
would then cease, 

Wilson said there was no in- 
consistency in abolishing the em- 
ployes’ sharing plan and retain- 
ing the one for executives. 

The extra compensation plan, he 
contended, did serve as an incen- 
tive to executives to enhance the 
prosperity of the company. 

‘A company spokesman stated 
that loss of the profit-sharing 
plan would be compensated for by 
a new pension system, undertaken 
at an initial cost of $40,000,000 and 
calling for the distribution of ap- 
proximately $16,000,000 annually 
among employes. 

A formal protest against the 
company's decision was filed by 
Joseph Dermody, international 
representative of the CIO Unit- 
ed Electrical, Radio and Ma- 
chine Workers. Dermody said 
the company’s action would be 
taken into consideration when 
new wage demands were pre- 
sented in the spring.

That was one of the proposals 
he made when he became head of 
the industry association several 
years ago, Johnston told a Hous® 
Un-American Activities subcom- 
mittee, 

Testifying at the committee’s 
hearings on Red activities in Hol- 
lywood, Johnston said he proposed 
that no “proven Communists” be 
hired in positions where they 
might influence the screen, ; 

The producers turned down his 
proposal, he said, because of a le- 
gal danger that they might be ac- 
cused of “conspiracy” to keep a 
man out of a job and because 
there is no definite way to deter- 
mine who or what a Communist 
18. 

The association’s legal counsel 
advised against the “potential con- 
spiracy” that might be involved, 
he said, 

Rejects Control of Content. 

At the outset of his testimony 
this afternoon, Johnston read a 
statement which said the motion 
picture industry would continue to 
“insist on our right to decide what 
will or will not go tn our pictures.” 

“I don’t propose,” Johnston de- 
clared, “that Government shall 
tell the motion picture industry, 
directly or by coercion, what kind 
of pictures it ought to make.

A call to Protestants to “first 
east out the beam out of thine own: 
eye” was sounded last night by the 
Rt. Rev. Angus Dun, Episcopal 
bishop of Washington, D.C., in a 
sermon at the annual Reformation 
Day service sponsored by the Met- 
ropolitan Church -Federation at 
Kiel Auditorium. 

Approximately 11,000 members 
of various Protestant congrega- 
tions of the city, St. Louis county 
and nearby communities assem- 
bied at the interdenominational 
service to reaffirm their faith in 
the basic doctrines common to all 
Protestant sects. 

The occasion was the 430th an- 
nivesary of the act of Martin Lu- 
ther in posting on the church door 
at Wittenberg, Germany, his 95 
theses against the granting of 
papal indulgences. The act is gen- 
erally regarded as the beginning 
of the Reformation and the found- 
ing of Protestantism. 

Taking as his text a phrase 
from the opening verse of St. 
Luke's Gospel—“A declaration of 
those things which are most 
surely believed among us”—Bishop 
Dun told his listeners they were 
gathered not for a partisan rally 
but for an act of faith and prayer 
and renewal and dedication. 

Declaring that neither Protes- 
tant nor Catholics should attempt 
to pronounce judgment on the 
other, the speaker declared “Prot- 
estants and Catholic alike stand 
in the face of devastating, God- 
less ers and of a creeping, 
arid faithlessness far more threat- 
ening to both than either is to 
the other. Both are losing far 
more to the world, the flesh and 
the devil than either is losing to 
the other.” 

Procession Opens Service. 


The service opened with a pro- 
cession of some 500 ministers, 
Y.M.C.A. and T. W. C. A. secretaries, 
teachers in the weekday schools 
of religion of the Church Federa- 
tion and students of Eden Theo- 
logical Seminary, who took seats 
on the stage, the center of which 
was occupied by a large gold cross 
flanked by lighted candies. A 
chorus of 2000 men and women 
from local church . under 
the direction of Dr. David McK. 
Williams, a faculty member of the 
Juilliard School of Music in New 
York, was seated in the rear of 
Convention Hall. They were as- 
sisted by a group of musicians 
from the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra. Sy ‘ 

Atfer listing the common tenets 
and affirmations shared by all 
Protestant groups, Bishop Dun 
said: 


“It would be unreal to evade the 
fact that to affirm is also to 
deny. It would be unreal to deny 
the Protestants see in what is 
commonly called Catholicism some 
things that they fear, some things 
that they are inwardly compelled 
to deny, yes, and some things that 
they unworthily envy. Yet, even 
as we acknowledge this, just then, 
that word comes to us, ‘First cast 
out the beam out of thine own 

* 


importance and self-protective- 
ness. 

There is a sword hanging over 
our world—and worse than a 
sword. And nothing adds more to 
our insecurity than the anxious, 
frantic effort of each nation to 
make itself utterly secure. against 
the threat it sees in other people. 

“Our economic life has all the 
possibilities of greater abundance 
for all. ‘Earth might be fair,’ 
certainly far fairer. And the 
greatest threat of economic break- 
down comes not from technical 
deficiencies, but from the anxious 
irresponsible, self-engrossed strug- 
gle of each group to secure its 
own future. 

Temptations of the Church. 

“The sorest temptation of the 
Church, next to the temptation to 
surrender its faith, is the tempta- 
tion to pretend that it can do 
what only God can do, and that 
some men can find in it the final 
security which they can find alone 
in the God to whom the Church 
bears witness.” 

Some of the affirmations shared 
by all Protestants, he said, are a 
belief in the trancendency of God 
over the church as an institution 
and in the authority of the Bible 
as the final record of God's 
speaking to His people. 

“The God who speaks to us in 
the Scriptures does not permit 
himself to be managed by men, 
nor by presbyters, nor by priests 
nor by bishops,” he said. “We can- 
not catch Him in our little net of 
words, in our creeds of our con- 
fessions however precious. Our 
creeds and confessions only serve 
well when they point men beyond 
our ever insufficient human words 
and deeds to Him.” 

As a corollary to the belief that 
men may and must come face to 
face with God without the inter- 
vention of other men or institu- 
tions, the speaker said it was the 
church’s bounden duty to make the 
Gospel, “and more generally the 
Bible in which the spel is set, 
directly available to the humblest 
member of the Church.” 

“This means,” he continued, 
“that the membership of the 
Church is constantly offered its 
own direct access to the primitive, 
originative self-disclosure of God. 
We believe that the Christian does 
not stand in intellectual or moral | 
bondage to any man, to any hier- 
archy or any priesthood. He is to 
be constantly referred beyond the 
Church to the Lord of the Church 
and summoned to make his re- 
sponsible answer as a free man t 
the rightful Lord of his life. The 
lies the freedom of the Christian 


man.

“Our Protestant divisions are a 
scandal in the sight of God and 
in the sight of men.

Pastor at Carl Shelton Funeral 
Eulogizes ‘Friend and Neighbor’ 


Hundreds of Floral Tributes to Ambushed 
Gangster, Some to ‘Our Pal’—Inquest 
| to Be Held Tomorrow. 


~ 


Funeral services for Carl Shel- 
ton, gang leader who lived and 
died by violence, were held yester- 
day at First Methodist Church at 
Fairfield, III., before a congrega- 
tion of rural neighbors and. visit- 
ors from other communities which 
filled the church. 

Many stood outside in a driz- 
zling rain. The streets were lined 
with spectators as the cortege 
made its way to the church from 
the Shelton homestead, four miles 
from Fairfield, and later to the 
family burial plot in Maple Hill 
Cemetery. 

Hundreds of floral pieces were 
banked in the farm home of Mrs. 
Agnes Mary Shelton, 86-year-old 
mother of the ambushed gangster, 
who recalled his relatively quiet 
life since the roaring 208, when 
Southern Illinois was turned into 
a gangland battlefield. The supply 
of Fairfield florists was exhaust- 
ed, and many pieces were shipped 
from St. Louis and Chicago. 

Some of the flowers were sent 
by livestock commission men with 


whom Shelton had done business 


in recent years. Others bore such 
inscriptions as “Our Pal” and My 
Pal”. The displays included a re- 
production in roses of an empty 
chair and the traditional “gates 


ajar” piece. 


The funeral arrangements, even 
to selection of the preacher and a 
$2500 bronze casket, were made by 
Shelton about a year ago. Shelton, 
who left no will, directed that he 
be buried by the side of his father, 
Benjamin Shelton, a Wayne coun- 
ty farmer for many years. 

“Nothing Solved by Wrath.” 

The Rev. E. L. Curneal, pastor 
of Primitive Baptist Church, 
preached at the funeral and the 
Rev. C. L. Peterson, pastor of First 
Methodist Church, assisted in the 
services. Members of the congre- 
gation were given a leaflet, termed’ 
“a memorial record.” ‘It ‘contained 
an excerpt from Tennyson's poem, 
“Crossing the Bar,“ and stated 
that Shelton was born Feb, 7, 1888, 
and “passed away” last Oct. 23. 

The Rev. Mr. Curneal, mindful 
of fear in the community that 
there might be retaliation for the 
ambushing of the former gang 
leader, declared that “nothin” is 
solved by vengeance and wrath— 
only more vengeance and wrath 
will follow.” 

Taking his text from the four- 
teenth chapter of John, in the 


words, “Let not your heart be 


troubled,” the pastor recounted 
charitable deeds unostentatiously 
performed by Shelton in recent 
years. He said that those “inti- 
mately acquainted with him knew 


former convict, who has been 
named by both Earl Shelton, 
nephew of the slain gangster, and 
Ray Walker, a former gang lieu- 
tenant, both of whom narrowly 
escaped death in the ambush, as 
the leader of Shelton’s five assail- 
ants. The sheriff said he had 
again visited the Harris farm- 
house last night “to question” him 
but found no one at home. 
Testimony also will be sought 
from Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone 
Keen, who live on a farm abaut a 
mile and a quarter from the quiet 
country lane where the ambuscade 
took place. Sheriff Bradshaw said 
that Keen had reported to him 
that they drove toward the scene 
when they heard the sound of 
shots and came upon Harris, ac- 
companied by a niece, Miss Be- 
atrice Bell, as he was backing a 
tan car into a schoolyard. 
A truck containing two men 
then appeared, apparently coming 
from the scene of the shooting, 
Sheriff Bradshaw quoted the 
Keens as saying, and one of the 
men leveled a gun at Harris. Har- 
ris, the sheriff said they reported, 
then got out of his car, carrying a 
rifle, and stood behind it, The 
truck backed away. 


Both Walker and Earl Shelton 
have stated they were unarmed. 
They related they tried to make 
their way from the scene of the 
shooting in a truck but that it be- 
came mired. A car observed 
parked by the lane where the 
shooting took place was described 
as'a black Ford. 


They told ‘the Post-Dispatch to- 
day that Sheriff Bradshaw had 
advised them to “leave town” 
after the Shelton funeral in order 
to avoid trouble but that they 
were determined to stay and at- 
tend the inquest. 

Says He Saw Harris Fire. 

Amplifying his previous account 
of the ambush, in which he named 
Harris as one of the assailants, 
Earl Shelton asserted today that 
he saw Harris fire several shots 
into the body of Carl Shelton. 

“I. had dodged into the ditch,” 
Earl Shelton said, “but looked up 
just in time to see Harris fire into 
Carl’s body with a rifle.” 

Both Walker, who said he had 
sought refuge under a bridge, and 
Earl Shelton said they saw a 
black car go south from the scene 
of the killing. 


Miss Bell will be asked to testi- 
fy at the inquest.

NO MORE GUTS LIKELY 
IN POLICE BUDGET 


$300,000 Surplus Expected in 
Department This Year, 
H. Sam Priest Says. 


No additional cuts in the Police 
Department budget were promised 
by H. Sam Priest, president of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, 
in his reply made today to Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann’s request for 
econofy in police operations to aid 
the city in meeting its anticipated 
deficit. 

However, the Police Board pres- 
ident in his reply that “it is esti- 
mated that the department’s ex- 
penditures for this fiscal year will 
not only be within the budget esti- 
mates and appropriations, but 
there will also be a surplus of ap- 
proximately $300,000.” He pointed 
out that a similar amount was 
saved last fiscal year, and “more 
important, however, is the fact 
that there was no increase in the 
department’s budget for this fiscal 
year.” 

Savings of appropriations for 
the current fiscal year, it was 
learned, are made possible because 
a large number of police vacan- 
cies have been left unfilled. 

“On Nov. 22 of last year,” Priest 

told the Mayor, “at a meeting with 
you, the entire Board of Police 
Commissioners assured you that it 
was vitally interested in effecting 
economy and promoting efficiency 
in the Police Department, and if 
investigation revealed the oppor- 
tunity to effect economies without 
serious injury to the effectiveness 
of the department these reductions 
would be made.” 
This policy, he said, will be con- 
tinued. However, he warned that 
estimates of savings are “subject 
to revision in the event the inci- 
dence of crime shows any marked 
change.” Priest said the board 
will practice economy only as it 
is “consistent with the depart- 
ment’s primary obligation of pre- 
serving the public peace and pro- 
tecting the lives and property of 
the citizens of St. Louis.”

COUNCIL MEETING 


2 Weeks Voted in Day-| 
Long Session — 65, 000 
RNepresented. 


The organization of a political 
action committee within two 
weeks, to drive for the registra- 
tion of eligible voters and to dis- 
seminate information about poli- 
eal candidates and legislative is- 
sues, was decided on in a day- 
long special meeting of the St. 
Louis CIO Industrial Union Coun- 
cil at Hotel DeSoto yesterday. 

The committee, to be headed by 
James Pfaffenback, chairman of 
the council, which speaks for a 


membership of about 65,000 organ- 
ized workers, it was stated, will 
be organized on a ward basis, 
with quarters to be set up in 28 
city wards, 13 St. Louis county 
townships, and in every union 
local. 

“Inepresenting our point of view 
on candidates and issues, and our 
recommendations, we will be 
happy to co-operate with all other 
labor organizations and civic 
groups that wish to work with us 
for the common good,” Pfaffen- 
back told the approximately 280 
delegates who attended, 

Oscar A. Ehrhardt, executive 
secretary, said labor will attempt 
to influence voters to vote against 
legislators who voted against labor 
in the Taft-Hartley Law and in 
other measures described as “anti- 
labor and anti-American.” 

The attempt will be made to de- 
feat legislators who voted “against 
labor” on the wage-hour portal 
pay bill, in cuts in labor depart- 
ment appropriations, rent control 
measures, veterans’ housing bills, 
the poll tax, school lunch program 
and the seating of the late Sena- 
tor Bilbo. 

Voting records of Senators, Con- 
gressmen and Aldermen will be 
distributed, it was stated. 

Election. judges, clerks and 
watchers to guard against any 
possible vote frauds will be pro- 
vided. 

A resdlution was passed to set 
up a committee to investigate the 
possibilities of establishing an 
area-wide consumers’ co-operative 
movement here.

Of the 7855 rural districts, 2266 
or 28.8 per cent have more than 
15 pupils and 5589 districts have 
fewer than 15 pupils. In the latter 
group, 1289 districts had fewer 
than five pupils each. 

In this connection, the report 
included an analysis of 18 rural 
counties, showing the average an- 
nual cost per pupil in districts 
with fewer than five pupils was 
$324, compared to an average an- 
nual cost of $53 per pupil in dis- 
tricts with more than 30 pupils.

In any case, the vaseline film, 
soap or wax markings all can be 
removed easily by washing with 
water and soap or synthetic deter- 
gent. 

If you don't coat your windows, 
hot water, a stiff fiber brush, and 
plenty of rubbing will remove 
soap markings. For removing wax 
crayon and candle marks use an 
organic solvent such as gasoline, 
kerosene, turpentine’ or mineral 
spirits, then clear with soap or a 
detergent. , 4

te share responsibility for the 
conduct of our foreign relations 
unless the leaders of the oppo- 
sition are fully advised of our 
Policies, 

This is true when the Congress 
and President are of the same 
party. It is particularly true 
when a majority of the Congress 
and the Chief Executive are not 
of the same political party. 

The executive branch of the 
Government cannot announce a 
policy of importance requiring 
congressional action and then in- 
form the leaders of the opposi- 
tion. Even if the opposition 
leaders think the proposal un- 
wise they must support it or 
create abroad the impression of 
dissension. A policy of by-pass- 
ing the Congress. would make 
impossible a bi-partisan policy. 

While Senator Vandenberg and 
Senator Connally were with me I 
sought their counsel not only on 
the treaties but on other matters 
connected with our foreign rela- 
tions that were submitted to me 
by the department each day. 

They were helpful and, though 
I know they were frequently and 
skillfully tempted, not once did 
either of them give to newspaper 
friends advance information of our 
plans. 

The participation. of Senators 
Connally and Vandenberg in the 
meetings of the Council of For- 
eign Ministers, the peace confer-

served to let the people of the

The question remains whether 
anything really effective can be 
done about the bulging domestic 
price line. Certainly the task of 
clamping back controls on the 
careening American economy is 
not an appetizing one. There are 
those who gravely doubt that the 
job can be done at all even if— 
and this is a big if—the President 
is determined to do it, and if— 
this is a‘ bigger if—the Eightieth 
Congress will grant him the nec- 
essary authority to do it. 


Views of Porter, Bowles. 


In this connection, it is worth 
considering the views of two 
ghosts from price-control. Paul 
Porter and Chester Bowles could 
now, if they wished, indulge in 
the hollow pleasures of crying, 
“I told you so.” Indeed, the only 
trouble with their dire predictions 
of what would happen if price 
control were dropped is that these 
predictions were insufficiently dire, 
At any rate, both Porter and 
Bowles are convinced that the job 
of getting prices under control 
again can be done, and that it 
must be done, if catastrophe is 
to be avoided. Since both men 
know something of the horrible 
headaches involved, their views 
are interesting. 

How Job Could Be Done. 

Here, specifically, is how the 
two former OPA chiefs think the 
job could be done: 

Both agree that to attempt to 
revive the whole complicated busi- 
ness of price controls at the con- 
sumer level—fixed prices for ev- 
erything from diapers to oboes— 
would be futile. Both believe that 
the first step necessary is to 
freeze, rather than try to roll back 
prices on a few basic commodities 
—wheat, corn, cotton, steel, cop- 
per, fats and oils. To this list 
Bowles adds livestock, Porter does 
not. His experiences with the

The other is 
wide allocations powers, and the 
willingness to use them. He also 
believes that some form of wage 
control would be necessary. Given 
all this Porter believes that the 
necessary controls would be func- 
tioning reasonably effectively 
within two months. 


Would Be ‘Rough’ on Some. 

He acknowledges that the re- 
sults would be far from perfect 
and “plenty rough on some peo- 
ple.” But he believes that the 
present emergency demands some 
such action. 

Porter’s predecessor in OPA, 
Bowles, would go further. In the 
first place, he wants rationing. He 
agrees that it would be half a year 
before rationing were fully effec- 
tive. But he thinks it could be 
made 70 per cent effective in three 
months, “if we really went to work 
at it,’"—and he is convinced the 
effort is worth making. 

He has, moreover, an ingenious 
scheme to discourage over-feeding 
of livestock and thus make the 
necessary grains available for Eu- 
rope. Vast quantities of grain 
are wasted by over-fattening hogs 
and cattle for choice cuts. He 
would therefore use prics control 
to penalize over-fed livestock. He 
suggests that price controls be 
frozen at the current level for 
livestock at a certain weight.

Next 6 Months 
Vital in Europe, 
Gen. Clay Says 


Army to Stay in Ber- 
lin Regardless of 
Outcome of Big 4 
Talks, He Asserts. |

BERLIN, Oct. 27. 
ERLIN will continue to be the 
headquarters of Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay regardless of the out- 
come of the London Conference of 
Foreign Ministers, the commander 
in chief of the United States Army 
European Command and Amer- 
ican military governor for Ger- 
many told the United Press in an 
exclusive interview yesterday. 

“IT intend to remain here with 
my staff,” Clay said emphati- 
cally. He has just returned from 
conferences in the United States. . 

“The only way United States 
forces would leave Berlin would be 
by force of arms or a peace treaty 
with Germany,” he continued. 

Asked if he were apprehensive 
of removal by force, Gen. Clay 
smiled and said: 

“I do not believe force would be 
applied at this time to remove us 
from Berlin. 

“We are here to stay regardless 
of possible obstacles and difficul. 
ties.“ 

A Tear of Decision. : 

In a general review of Germany 
and related problems, Clay, who is 
commander in chief of American 
forces from the mid-Atlantic to 
the Russian frontiers, said that 
next year is one of decision “and 
the next six months are vital 


ones.” ; 

“If we are able to help Europe 
back on its feet, then the situa- 
tion should be eased by next June 
or July,” he added. 

Gen. Clay hoped a definite deci- 
sion about Germany would be 
reached during the London con- 
ference starting 25. 
stressed that the time has 
when we could afford to play 
around with this issue. Backing 
down or compromise were ruled 
out. 

“We are playing this one for 
keeps,” he said bluntly. “Putting 
western Europe back on its feet 
is a matter of our own existence 
and security.” 

Clay stressed that any aid pro- 
gram to Europe was an invest- 
ment in the American way of life.

lions of dollars and months of time. 

These are the words spoken by Bernard Baruch 
before the Senate War Investigating Committee. 
He pointed out that in spite of endless surveys, 
investigations and high resolves, we made the 
same mistakes in mobilizing for World War II 
that we made in World War I. He pleaded, as 
the “cold war becomes warmer,” that we now 
evolve an M. Day plan 80 Well conceived, so evi- 
dently right, that there will be no question of 


placing it in effect if hostilities break out again. 


There was an understandable trace of bitter- 
ness in Mr. Baruch’s testimony. As chairman of 
the War Industries Board in World War I, 
he presented President Wilson with the out- 
line of a complete plan to mobilize the nation’s 
resources for war, and later wrote an exhaustive 
book on the subject. He gave the Nye Commit- 
tee the benefit of his testimony, some of which 
was used in forming the M-Day Plan which the 
Armed Services adopted. That plan had many 
fine provisions, but was not called into play for 
the Second World War. 

Partly because we failed to invoke the M-Day 
Plan, the Second World War saw the repetition, 
on an enlarged scale, of the profiteering and scan- 
dals of World War I—although President Roose- 
velt had said he would “take the profits out of 
war.” We saw not only profiteering—the Gar- 
sson scandals are an enamplebut also wage- 
gouging by a few unions and loss of production 
by the misdirection of labor. 

“Faltering step by faltering step,” Mr. Baruch 
says, “we moved toward controls, but those con- 
trols were never sufficient and far-reaching 
enough. If they had been applied immediately, 
many lives would have been saved, our casual- 
ties lowered and billions of dollars saved.” 

Mr. Baruch wants us to commit ourselves now 
in peace to the measures we will place in effect 
if war comes again. He would want an over-all 
price control law including everything—regula- 
tion and control of all prices, wages, rents and 
foods, There would be a work-or-fight clause 
applying to all professions, callings and labor, 
including agricultural labor. There would be an 
industrial plan providing control of production, 
distribution and prices, with the power of alloca- 
tion, priority and even exclusion for everything. 

An over-all price, tax and savings program 
would halt inflation and take unfair profits out 
of war. 

And he would have us start now—not after 
war is upon us—with universal military train- 
ing, an inventory of resourcés, the stockpiling 
of critical imports, the expansion of production 


in bottleneck materials, the placing of key por- 


tions of our industrial establishment underground, 
and a plan for the dispersal of the populations 
of our large cities. 

Here is a realist—a student and a prophet— 
talking from the vantage point of unequalled 
experience, Will we listen to him, or will we 


‘fail again to learn the hard lessons of military 


history? 

We can take Mr. Baruch's advice, or we can 
be cajoled by voices, like that of the steel in- 
dustry, which counsel business-as-usual, and look 
to the protection of profits by the restriction of 
facilities, rather than to the expansion of facili- 
ties as a basic step of military preparedness. 

It is the duty of Congress and of the Admin- 
istration to see that this elder statesman’s ad- 
vice is weighed and heeded. 
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Mobilizer of Opinion 

The cause of intelligent community develop- 
ment can be greatly helped by the guide plan 
which is now being developed by the Metropoli- 
tan Plan Association and which was outlined by 
Col. Malcolm Elliott, its president. 

It is only natural that this group—compose 
as it is. of industrialists and business men— 
should stress such features as bridges, highways 
and parking areas. Its members are interested 
in the industrial efficiency of the St. Louis re- 
gion, and properly so. But their interest also 
is a broader one, extending as it does to such 
features as a circle parkway around the area and 
an increase in its recreational facilities, 

The agency can make many co-operative sug- 
gestions to the City Plan Commission and the 
similar official bodies in the suburban areas on 
both sides of the river. Most important of all, 
it can make the people of the area plan-con- 
selous, and it can mobilize opinion behind the 
idea of an orderly development to make this a 
better place to live. 
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One interesting thing about utter nonsense 
is that somebody can always be found who will 


utter it. 
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Opposition in Exile 

After the coup against Nagy in Hungary and 
the execution of Petkov in Bulgaria, new evi-. 
dence comes from Poland of the persecution of 
anti-Communist elements on the far side of the 
Iron Curtain. Stanislaw Mikolajczyk, leader of 
that country’s Peasant Party, has fled across its 
borders to set up headquarters in ‘exile, prob- 
ably in London. a 

This man is no reactionary of the old Pilsud - 
ski-Beck school. As a member of the Polish 
government-in-exile, he spoke out on the side of 
liberalism, and when the. Red Army established 
the Soviet ascendency in Poland, it was he who 
was ready to make reasonable compromises witk 
the new order. 

Nor was his a lone voice in his country, a 
voice magnified only by enemies of Russia. He 
was—and is—the leader of a numerous and rep- 
resentative party which insisted on free elec- 
tions — and the implicit right of the majority 
to govern. This, Moscow assured its wartime 
allies time and again, it would respect. The 
measure of that respect is now written clear, 

It can be admitted at once that prewar Poland 
was rotten ripe for reform. The cabal of mili- 
tarists, aristocrats and landowners which man- 
aged to fasten itself on the country between the 
two wars commanded no respect among free 
peoples. But the new Communist-dominated 
thralldom is not the answer to the old evils. Their 
reasonable correction is possible only by demo- 
cratic means, and Mikolajczyk’s Peasant Party 


was the brightest promise of such reform. But 
with the flight of its leader, hope for Poland is 
again driven beyond Poland’s borders. 

Such hope, however, is not dead. In Czecho- 
slovakia, the Socialists have just banded togeth- 
er to oppose the Communists, One cannot hold 
very high hopes for their success at the moment. 
But the fact remains that the democratic flame 
has not been extinguished. Nor can the aspira- 
tions of Mikolajezyk’s followers in Poland have 
vanished with him. Eventually, the desire of 
tree men to live freely must triumph. 
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Political Alertness in Nebraska 

A salute to Raymond A. McConnell Jr., editor 
of the Lincoln Journal, and his associates on the 
bipartisan committee in Nebraska which is plan- 
ning to make à real preferential primary out of 
the presidential primary in their state next April. 
They have organized themselves on a statewide 
basis and are at work to put before the voters 
lists of candidates which will mean something. 

The plan of this alert, politically conscious 
committee is to present on party primary tickets 
all the candidates who may reasonably be con- 
sidered presidential possibilities. Thus, they in- 
tend to list not only President Truman on the 
Democratic ticket, but also Henry A. Wallace. 
The Republican field is necessarily much larger. 
It includes such top names as Dewey, Taft, Eis- 
enhower, Stassen, Vandenberg and Warren and 
as well dark horses like Speaker Martin, Senator 
Saltonstall and Gen, MacArthur. Other names 
may be added as developments this winter and 
next spring suggest. 

Presidential primaries have all too often been 
favorite son affairs. A candidate runs in his 
home state against an unknown in the hope of 
building up an impressive vote. Or he runs in 
some other carefully selected state under similar 
circumstances. The test usually is meaningless, 
As a consequence, the presidential primary has 
greatly disappointed the hopes of its proponents. 
They sought a popular voice to which conven- 
tion bosses would need to listen. 

The Nebraska group has outlined a plan which 
bids fair to make their state’s primary the most 
important in the country next year. A genuine 
pre-convention poll on a statewide basis on all 
leading candidates would be something that every 
convention delegate—and a lot of other citi- 
zens outside Nebraska—would watch with the 
closest attention. 

Nebraska's bipartisan committee is up to some- 
thing eminently worthwhile in national politics. 
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Freedom of Conscience 


An advertisement of the Religious Information 
Bureau of the Knights of Columbus, in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch, contained these words: Free- 
dom of religion . . means freedom for religion, 
not freedom from religion.” 

That is the view of the organization which 
bought space for the advertisement. It may well 
be the view of the vast majority of Americans. 
But the fact is that it is not the view of all 
Americans. There are those in our country to 
whom the guarantee of the Bill of Rights against 
“establishment of religion” means precisely free- 
dom from religion. The Constitution protects 
them in their conscientious disbelief in organ- 
ized religion just as it protects others in their 
acceptance of the traditional, historic forms. 

Henry David Thoreau was no less an Ameri- 


can because he rebelled against chapel at Har- 


vard a century ago and thought as he chose about 
life and death rather than as he was told to 
think by others. 
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„Balkanized' Is the Word 


Appealing for the business community’s sup- 
port of city charter reform, Mayor Kaufmann 
referred to the present municipal government 
as “balkanized.” The label has much to support 
it. All he had to do to clinch the point was to 
say (which he did) that “our people are called 
upon to elect 98 officers in addition to state and 
national officers; it is manifestly impossible to 
have an informed electorate, the only safeguard 
of good and truly representative government.“ 

He did not, of course, suggest that all these 
officials should be brought under his appoint- 
ment power. Independent status for the police, 
the judges and the election machinery is not 
balkanization but the classic American “separa- 
tion of powers” that sets restraints on ambitious 
executives. 

A number of other offices now independent, 
however, could serve their functions in the 
Mayor’s establishment with at least equal public 
protection from executive abuse and far greater 
efficiency and economy. Consider, for instance, 
the License Collector, the Collector of Revenue, 


the Recorder of Deeds. Consider, in his petty 


routine role in St. Louis, the Sheriff. 

Mayor Kaufmann has undertaken a most 
promising enterprise. Except for the professional 
patronage politicians, it should have full support.

The dollar stands for successful application of brains to resources, 
says educator; but it is also the key which unlocks the storage room 
of our products for us and others; the trouble is that trade dislo- 
cations have made these keys scarce abroad; this we must relieve.

The American people is proud of the dol- 
lar. It is today a symbol of the successful 
application of brains and labor to vast nat- 
ural resources. It is the key with which 
the individual American family gains access 
to the storage room of not only our own 
national production but those of all other 
peoples. In the hands of people outside our 
borders it serves the same purpose. 

Since the storage room of American na- 
tional production contains the most goods 
and the most varied goods in all the world, 
and since because of the war the rest of 
the world had its own production inter- 
rupted and retarded, our brother peoples 
around the globe must have more than 
normal access to the American storage 
room, both to keep alive for the moment 
and to acquire the means by which they 
can increase their own production. 


A Scarcity of Keys 


When every country enjoys normal peace- 
time conditions, producing all that it can by 
the application of brains and labor to the 
natural resources over which it disposes, its 
currency comes to stand in a relatively 
stable relationship to those of other coun- 
tries. 

It is then freely exchangeable with other 
currencies, resulting in exchange of goods 
(subject only to tariffs and regulations) 
which we consider normal trade. But when, 
as now, one country such as the United 
States comes to possess a relative dispro- 
portion of the needed goods of the world 
there develops a scarcity df the keys to this 
storeroom. Thus we have a temporary 
“dollar crisis” in the world. 


To anyone who has been in Europe this 


summer and visited only seven of the many 
countries of the world, the term “dollar 
crisis” has very concrete significance. 

A well-to-do Danish family lived last 
winter in the two rooms which could be 
heated and went to bed regularly at half 
past seven because Denmark could not get 
dollars to buy coal, Bread is the main item 
of diet in France and French bread was the 
best in the world before the war; today it 
is coarse, yellow and scarce partly for lack 
of dollars. 


Purchasing Power Down 


In larger terms, the dollar crisis has sig- 
nificance for Americans, who want to pre- 
serve free enterprise, in that one country 
after the other—no matter how great its 
desire also to preserve free enterprise—is 
driven to a controlled economy in order to 
assure a supply of dollars with which to 
assure its people the absolutely essential 
imports. 

Furthermore, one country after the other 
is forced, by the scarcity of dollars and 
their progressive decline in purchasing 
power as American prices increase, to cut 
down drastically on imports from the United 
States, thus endangering our full employ- 
ment and our standard of living. 

The American people is proud of the dol- 
lar. We shall be even more proud of it if 
we make it not only the symbol of our in- 
dustry and skill but the symbol also of our 
long-range wisdom and generosity. 

Let us give it away enough to relieve im- 
mediate hunger, lend it for the long-range 
statesmanship of the Marshall plan, and 
control prices to preserve its purchasing 


power. 


Good Public Relations

Fire Fighters’ Local 73 is deserving of 
a great big orchid for the manner in which 
it conducted its fight to prevent the pro- 
posed lay-off of first a hundred and then 
40 fire fighters from the city payroll.

Broken Promises. 


At the moment the major threat 
to success comes from the British 
Government. It has a bad con- 
science over Palestine; its broken 
promises and its harsh and un- 
imaginative administration have 
lowered its prestige throughout 
the world. It has put itself in an 
embarrassing position not only by 
announcing that it will lay down 
the mandate, but also by explain- 
ing that it will accept no solution 
not acceptable to the Arabs. 

As the Arabs have rejected par- 
tition and even threatened organ- 
ized: resistance to it, the British 
Government must presently either 
refuse to co-operate with the 
United Nations, if the majority 
report is generally accepted, or 
break its public pledges to the 
Arabs. One thing it has presently 
openly ceased to care seriously 
about is its obligation to the Jews. 

Anyone who considers the 
courses of action presently being 
discussed in London cannot help 
the conviction that their main 
purpose is to prevent the Russo- 
American acceptance in principle 
from becoming translated into 
_ fact. One course under consid- 
eration is that the Britfsh Gov- 
ernment should get an appointed 
day on which it will evacuate 
Palestine, whatever has been done 
meanwhile at Lake Success. 


Civil War or Worse. 


It is clear that if the British 
evacuation precedes the transfer 
of power to an effective govern- 
ment or governments in Palestine, 
the result there will be at least 
civil ‘war, and perhaps more than 
civil war.

Mr. Creech Jones has been for 
years a warm supporter of the 
Jewish “homeland.” While in of- 
fice, it is known that he has con- 
sistently thought that partition 
was presently the one effective 
solution and that he has urged it 
on the Cabinet from the time 
he first entered it. 


Criminal Folly. 


Indeed it is possible that, had 
Bevin not been Foreign Secre- 
tary, Mr, Creech Jones would have 
carried a policy of partition into 
effect; but Mr. Bevin has used 
the bitter feeling caused by jhe 
criminal folly of Jewish terror 
to vrotect his prestige, which is 
so closely associated presently 
with satisfying the Arabs at al- 
most any cost. 


Mr. Creech Jones is in an un- 
happy position. Mr. Bevin has 
won and the doctrine of collective 
Cabinet responsibility means that 
Creech Jones must, whatever his 
own views, accept a victory which 
he himself regrets, or resign. He 
naturally yields to the persuas- 
ions of those who urge that one 
should not rock the boat at a 
critical moment in the Labor Gov- 
ernment’s life. 

Yet there is an honorable path 
of compromise that the British 
Government could tread if its 
chief figures were not obsessed by 
their eagerness to defeat the 
Jews. They could set a reason- 
able date by which their evacua- 
tion was to be completed, so 
chosen that it fitted the plans for 
partition presumably to be made 
by the United Nations. 4

They could recognizé that, other- 
wise, they create a situation in 
which civil war is certain, and ex- 
plain that they do not want their 
regime to end in large-scale blood-

They would use their great in- 
fluence — if nece at the 
Security Council — to prevent the 
Arab States from making war on 
Jews in Palestine, and to prohibit 
British officers and ex-officers 
from joining Arab forces in the 
hope of becoming new types of 
T. E. Lawrence. 

They could stop the. ardent search 

for arms among the Jews, es- 
pecially in distant settlements in 
the Palestine desert, since they 
must know that this gravely 
jeopardizes the safety of many 
Jewish lives, among them many 
who fought strictly for the Allied 
cause throughout the Second 
World War. 
In, view of the approval of par- 
tition expressed by America and 
Russia, they could use their im- 
mense influence at Lake Success 
to get a settlement, instead of to 
prevent it. 


Engouraging Extremists. 


Their present position encour- 
ages Arab extremism from every 
angle. They have, indeed, done 
more to encourage it since 1946 
than any other power. Just as the 
members of the Government 
urged the Jews to compromise, 
presently, when there is a settle- 
ment in prospect, they owe it to 
the United Nations as well as to 
the Jews, themselves to comprom- 
ige in order to help in its reali- 
zation. 

They are entirely right to say 
to the Arabs that their first duty 
is to forward a plan which the 
United Nations approves; to put 
appeasement of Arab extremism 
before that duty would be a 
moral, as well as a political crime. 
They have evaded the comprom- 
ise proposed by the Anglo-Amer- 
ican commission; it would be un- 
pardonable if they evaded also a 
compromise to which the United 
Nations lent its support.

Vogel Comes 


From Behind, 
Wins Marathon 


YONKERS, N.Y., Oct. 27 (AP) 
When the world’s great distance 
runners line up for the marathon 
at the Olympic games in London 


next summer, one of the three 
starters for the United States 
probably will be Ted Vogel, a 
22-year-old Tufts College student 
from Watertown, Mass. 

Vogel virtually assured himself 
a trip to England here yesterday 
when he won the National AAU 
marathon with a driving finish 
that enabled him to come from 
behind and outdistance his closest 
competitor, Tom Crane, Spring- 
field, Mass., by a good 350 yards. 

Running under the colors of 
the Boston Athletic Association, 
Vogel covered the 26 miles and 
885 yards of a grind that started 
and finished on the one-mile Em- 
pire City race track in two hours, 
40 minutes and 11 seconds. 

It was the first triumph of a 
brief career for the Tufts junior 
but it represented a mark of 
steady improvement and clear! 
stamped him as the best of the 
present day marathon runners in 
the United States.

He was 15th in 
the Boston AA marathon in 1944 
and ninth the following year.

But, far more important to labor 
leaders, nine-months earnings con- 
tinued te make “excellent” com- 
parisons with a year ago—with an 
aggregate improvement in profits 
of 39 per cent. This is the target 
labor is bound to shoot at when it 
comes to talking wages. Yet most 
of the improvement was due en- 
tirely to a reducfion in time lost 
due to strikes—down from about 
a hundred million man-days last 
year to thirty million this year. 

Profits are now much harder to 
come by than a year ago. Costs 
have gone up. So have prices. 
And competition has increased. 
Margins are down. Proof: In the 
first half of this year, sales of de- 
partment stores in Massachusetts 
rose 9 per cent, earnings declined 
86 per cent.

But in that month 
workers put in 44, 46, 48, and 
even 60-hour weeks and got large 
wartime bonuses. Now overtime 
work has fallen off. Yet the work- 
er is getting more per week in 
dollars—$5042 versus $47.53—for 
putting in less time.

Weekly wages 
in auto plants have not advanced 
so fast as in textile mills. That's 
because hourly rates in the tex- 
tile industry were only 40 in 
1939 as against 98c in auto plants.

Reconnaissance Gets Job. 

To conquer the North alr-wise 
to a degree which would bring the 
United States abreast of effective 
knowledge was a project assigned 
in May 1946 to an Air Force unit 
known as the Forty-sixth Very 
Long Range Reconnaissance 
Squadron. 

Screened from the entire per- 
sonnel of the Air Forces, the of- 
ficers and men of the Forty-sixth 
have written in the last 18 months 
an unparalleled saga of cold cour- 

e and calculating genius. Fly- 
ing spécially conditioned and 
equipped B-29 aircraft, the Forty- 
sixth has carried out 140 missions 
averaging some 20 hours per 
sortie. 

Each mission was a venture into 
the unknown with remote chance 
of rescue in case of human or 
mechanical error. Drama unfold- 
ed in terms of loneliness, of inhu- 
man punishment in fatigue and 
cold, of natural phenomena such 
as the purple dusks, the setting 
and rising of the sun several times 
during a single 24 hours, the 
crystal haze of the intense cold, 
the temperature inversions of 90 
degrees within a few thousand 
feet of altitude. 

Following a recent analytical 
briefing of the writer at Ladd 
Field, Alaska, by the staff of the 
Forty-sixth, I asked the Com- 
mander of the Air Forces, Gen- 
eral Carl A. Spaats, for his esti- 
mate of the outfit and their work. 

“They are one of the great units 
of aviation history,” replied the 
taciturn veteran, “and I rate their 
work as the greatest single air 
achievement since the war.” 

Score of the Project. 

When in May 1946 General 
Spaatz activated the polar project, 
the directives of the Forty-sixth 
were of almost imaginary propor- 
tions. Basically it was to: (1) 
Produce a comprehensive weather 
pattern of polar areas; (2) devel- 
op a self-eontained positive and 
accurate system for polar area 
navigation; (3) fill in the blank 
spaces on the maps by new scien- 
tific methods of reconnaissance, 
and re-check existing maps for 
accuracy as to location of shore- 
lines and islands of the Canadian 
archipelago and other Arctic 
lands; (4) test the endurance and

efficiency of men and equipment 
under all Arctic conditions, and 
make such studies of polar magne- 
tism and other phenomena as 
were possible, 

Security requirements prevent 
the full story of the Forty-sixth 
Squadron’s Arctic achievements. 
It is enough to know that the 
chapter written by the young 
scientist-airmen redeems the Unit- 
ed States from the extreme vul- 
nerability in which it stood. If

“Many recordings have been 
made of it, the basic tune lends 
itself well to various types of ar- 
ranging. I have received records 
of arrangements by Larry Green, 
Victor Lombardo, Andrews sisters, 
Alvino Rey and several others.” 

Craig was born Sept. 10, 1900, in 
Dickson, Tenn., the ninth of 10 
children of the late Rev. and Mrs.

TO MY SURPRISE, I found 
myself listening to à political 
speech which only here and there 
tied itself to the real question in 
hand—which was to determine the 
proper place to discuss freedom 
of information, with all its ap- 
pended subjects of responsibility 
of the press, efforts to increase 
good will among nations, and 
better and more truthful report- 


ing of world news. No one believes 


Yn printing untruthful news, Cer- 
tainly no one wants to see the 
press or individuals or any, organ- 
izations incite to war. But I can- 
not believe that suppression by 
law or by government edict is go- 
ing to bring about the desired 
results. 

I found myself in the absurd 
position of defending the Chicago 
Tribune, since this newspaper 
was specifically mentioned in the 
Yugoslav presentation. I defended 
that paper, certainly not because 
I either agree with or believe 
most of the things which it stands 
for, but because I think we should 
defend the right of all individuals 
to their freedom of thought and 
speech.

THEY BEGAN on the 
columnists and news broadcasters, 
I could not help smiling again. 
There are plenty of these gentle- 
men who have said things that 
I could deny if I cared to under- 
take a constant running fight, 
but even where they are con- 
cerned I would have to defend 


their right to express their points 
of view. Sometimes, when I hear 
things or read things which I 
know quite well are not true, I 
have almost a wistful feeling 
about the English libel laws! 
They would be helpful occasion- 
ally if they existed here. Never- 
theless, in spite of annoyances 
and the harm which evil minds 
can bring about in personal, na- 
tional and international situations, 
I still think it would be more 
serious to curtail, in any way, 
freedom of thought and ex- 


pression. 


Just this angle, too, is one of 
the things which worries me a

When you begin 
to let this and that person testify 
against this or that actor or 
writer, you take a step toward 
Nazi and Communist totalitarian 
attitudes toward the individual. 
It is so easy to depart from the 
path of democracy and succumb 
to the attraction. of ¢otalitarian 
edicts!
